C. H. WEEKS. Lipuor Agn’t. 
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In making this annual report of our schools, your committee is 
Well aware that whatever suggestions or recommendations may be 
submitted for your consideration, will be hastily read, and soca 
forgotten. More able minds than mine have labored in Vain to 
awaken an interest in, and arouse the public mind to a sense of 
the weighty obligations connected with this department of life’s 
duties; and yet it may be seenata glance, that among the most 
sacred duties of life, are those of moulding the character and shaping 
the destiny of our children. Too much care cannot exist in 
selecting the teachers of our common schools. While we admit 
that intellectual qualifications are an indispensible requisite fora 
successful instructor; Jet us remember that the child by beholding, 
is liable to be changed into the image of the teacher, and consequeutly 
moral principle and uprightness of character, should be carefully 
regarded in the selection of those to whom we commit the training 
of childhood and youth. 

The school houses in town should be replaced by new ones, 
if possible; if not, they should be sufficiently repaired to protect the 
health of scholars and teachers, They are totally unfit for use in 
the winter season; consequently, most of our school money 1s from 
necessity, expended during the warm weather, whena portion of the 
scholars cannot be spared from the farm, and, besides this, these 
delapilated walls, borken windows, naked laths and open jointed 
floors, unfavorably effect the young mind, and tend to roughness of 
character and slackness in future duties of life. The necessity for 
improvements in our schools stares us in the face. There should be 
more uniformity in text books, and an introduction of suitable 
lustrative apparatus. There is not a wall map, chart, or book of 
reference the property of auy school in town; and in some districts 
there is nota proper supply of blackboards. The world moves, and 
in good enterprises it is best to keep pace with it. Our schools 
during the school year just entered, taken as a whole, have been as 
successtul as could be expected with the disadvantages that exist. 
The prudential committee have been quite fortunate in securing the 
services of competent teachers, and the scholars are generally 


well-disposed.
